3.  SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  SCHOOLS. 

This  is  furnished  to  School  Medical  Headquarters,  as  required 
under  Section  20(3)  of  the  Education  (Scotland)  Act,  1946,  on  a 
special  record  card.  This  record  enumerates  the  condition  of  such 
items  as  heating,  lighting,  condition  of  classrooms,  lavatories, 
washing  facilities,  etc. 

The  reports  give  notice  of  urgent  needs,  shortcomings  and  struc- 
tural deficiencies.  The  County  Architect  considers  what  is  possible 
and  undertakes  repairs,  according  to  a scheme  of  priorities  as 
approved  in  Committee.  No  existing  defects  can  be  said  to  lead  to 
spread  of  disease  but  health  education  and  modern  standards  indict 
facilities  for  health  culture  in  many  of  the  older  schools. 
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Work  on  new  schools,  renovations  and  extensions  completed 
since  July,  1954,  appear  in  detail  in  other  Education  Committee 
minutes. 


4.  ORGANISATION  AND  ADMINISTRATION. 

A.  System  and  Extent  of  Medical  Inspection  and  Treatment. 
The  systematic  examination  of  five-year  groups  of  children  at 

school  remains  one  of  the  foundation  assignments  of  the  School 
Medical  Staff. 

This  year,  in  every  school  in  the  County,  children  examined  were 
those  born  in  : — 

1949  ; 1947  ; 1945  ; 1941  ; 1938. 

Parents  attend  in  greater  numbers  with  entrant  children  than 
those  of  subsequent  age  groups  but  we  are  always  more  satisfied 
with  the  results  if  a parent  does  accompany  the  child.  In  this  way 
real  health  education  can  be  combined  with  the  interest  of  the 
family  in  the  child’s  milestones  at  school. 

Classroom  inspections  by  the  Medical  Officer  pick  up  many  other 
cases.  Indeed,  by  this  method  we  can  say  that  the  school  popula- 
tion is  covered  on  each  tour  of  examination. 

Special  examinations  in  Clinics  amplify  greatly  those  carried 
through  in  school,  and  Consultants  undertake  others. 

Treatment  Centres  : — Our  twenty-three  clinics  deal  with  very 
many  cases  of  minor  defect  and  attendances  at  these  totalled 
71,829. 

At  all  county  schools  children  received  “ booster  ” dozes  for 
immunisation  against  diphtheria. 

B.  System  and  Extent  of  Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment. 
The  report  of  the  Chief  Dental  Officer  appears  in  Section  7, 

page  23. 

C.  School  nursing  and  Arrangements  for  “ Following-up.” 
School  Nursing  arrangements  remain  as  described  in  my  last 

report. 
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The  Health  Visitor’s  duties  include  assistance  at  medical  exam- 
inations, minor  ailments  treatment  and  home  visiting.  The  impor- 
tance of  the  latter  is  emphasised  to  all  intending  School  Health 
Visitors,  and  during  the  year  now  ended,  a considerable  increase  in 
this  work  has  been  achieved. 


D.  Co-ordination  with  Public  Health  Services. 

The  County  and  Burgh  Public  Health  Services  are  constantly  in 
touch  with  this  department  and  inter-co-operation  includes  the 
following 

The  use  of  clinic  accommodation. 

Contacts  between  nursing  staffs. 

Control  of  infectious  disease  in  schools. 

Treatment  of  scabies  and  verminous  conditions. 

Treatment  of  ringworm. 

Ultra  violet  ray  treatment. 

X-ray  examination  of  chest  conditions. 

Numerous  administrative  co-activities. 

E.  Co-operation  with  Voluntary  Bodies  and  other  Outside 

Agencies. 

We  have  considerable  contact  with  certain  voluntary  agencies 
on  cases  in  which  they  work  along  parallel  lines  with  us  and  we 
would  specially  commend  the  work  of  the  R.S.P.C.C.,  the  Red 
Cross  Society  and  the  St.  Andrew’s  Ambulance  Association. 

F.  Co-operation  with  Teachers  and  Parents. 

The  School  Health  Service  takes  every  opportunity  of  fostering 
co-operation  with  parents  and  teachers  in  the  interests  of  the 
growing  child. 

On  arrival  at  school,  the  Medical  Officer  discusses  arrangements 
with  the  Head  Teacher.  During  the  progress  of  examination 
sessions,  Headmaster  and  teachers  frequently  look  in  to  discuss 
individual  cases  with  the  doctor. 

Parent-Teacher  Associations  now  frequently  request  the  services 
of  medical  speakers  for  their  meetings  and  these  occasions  give  a 
great  deal  of  help  to  both  parents  and  doctors. 
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5.  FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

Table  1(A)  provides  details  of  the  numbers  of  children  examined 
in  the  various  age  groups.  These  numbered  in  all  25,229  and  their 
school  health  record  reveals  the  findings,  which  are  detailed  in  the 
following  pages. 

Table  1(B)  gives  the  number  of  special  (non-routine)  cases 
examined  at  school  (3,493)  and  those  re-examined  by  the  doctors 
at  their  subsequent  visits  (3,991).  From  this  Table  also  it  will  be 
seen  that  4,081  pupils  were  notified  to  their  parents  as  suffering 
from  conditions  requiring  treatment. 

These  conditions  are  shown  in  Table  II  where  each  age  group  is 
noted  separately. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  average  heights  and  weights  of 
school  children  in  the  County  and  gives  satisfactory  evidence  of 
maintained  standards  : —

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These  figures  show  an  increase  in  Ringworm,  a total  of  12  cases 
as  against  6 in  the  previous  year.  Scabies  shows  a slight  increase, 
31  cases  being  recorded  as  against  22  in  the  previous  year.  The 
figures  for  Other  diseases  of  the  skin  of  the  body  are  less  than  those 
of  last  year  (1,063  this  year,  1,205  last  year). 

Malnutrition. — This  is  of  two  degrees,  (1)  Slight  and  (2)  Bad. 
During  the  past  year  263  children  were  recorded  as  suffering  from 
slight  malnutrition,  a fall  in  number  compared  with  those  of  272  in 
1953-54.  The  number  of  cases  of  more  marked  malnutrition 
recorded  was  6,  giving  a total  number  under  the  general  heading  of 
malnutrition  of  269,  or  a percentage  of  T068  as  compared  with  a 
percentage  of  0-99  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  children 
recorded  for  slight  malnutrition  was  263  or  a percentage  of  1-045 
as  compared  with  272  and  a per\ntage  of  0-96  in  the  year  previous. 
Slight  under  nourishment  is  often  a side  symptom  where  other 
more  serious  conditions  such  as  anaemia  require  treatment.  Those 
suffering  from  more  marked  malnutrition  numbered  6,  a percentage

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G.  MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

A.  Minor  Ailments  Treatment. 

The  total  number  of  children  treated  at  the  main  clinics  was 
10,802  and  the  number  of  attendances  was  52,794.  At  the  sub- 
sidiary clinics  the  number  treated  was  4,788  and  involved  19,035 
attendances. 

The  total  for  all  clinics  was  15,590  with  71,829  attendances.  The 
following  are  the  totals  of  children  treated  in  the  main  clinics  and 
the  number  of  attendances  made  in  the  four  main  categories  of 
conditions  : — 

(1)  Eye  conditions  treated  1,021  and  attendances  made  10,084. 

(2)  Skin  conditions  treated  8,181  and  attendances  made  35,896. 

(3)  Ear  diseases  treated  869  and  attendances  made  5,703. 

(4)  Nasal  conditions  treated  131  and  attendances  made  1,111. 

Cleansing  of  children  suffering  from  verminous  conditions  is 

carried  out  at  all  the  clinics.  During  the  past  year  2,050  children 
were  cleansed,  of  these  436  were  boys  and  1,614  were  girls. 

In  the  special  schools  a nurse  is  in  daily  attendance  to  treat 
minor  ailments.  The  total  number  of  treatments  given  was  33,656. 

At  the  Minor  Ailments  Clinics  examinations  other  than  those 
mentioned  above  are  carried  out.  These  examinations  totalled 
1 ,609  during  the  past  year.

Education  Committee  of  the  County  of  Lanark. 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Dental  Inspection  and 
Treatment  of  school  children  in  the  County  of  Lanark  for  the  year 
ending  31st  July,  1955. 

As  mentioned  in  my  last  report  Mr.  Hay,  L.D.S.,  resigned  on 
31st  July,  1954,  and  the  vacancy  thus  created  was  filled  by  the 
appointment  of  Mr.  Anthony  Chambers,  L.D.S.,  on  13th  September, 
1954.  There  are  no  other  changes  to  report  in  the  establishment  of 
Assistant  Dental  Officers. 

During  the  year  illness  among  the  Dental  Officers  resulted  in  a 
loss  of  581  sessions.  This  excessive  total  was  due  principally  to 
prolonged  illnesses  of  three  officers,  viz  : — Mrs.  Spracklan,  235 
sessions  ; Miss  M'Donald,  196  sessions  ; and  myself,  80  sessions. 
The  effective  strength  has  consequently  been  reduced  from  12  to 
approximately  10J  officers. 

There  has  been  no  increase  in  clinic  facilities  this  year  and  the 
total  remains  at  19  fixed  clinics  and  5 Mobile  Dental  Units. 

The  Annual  Conference  of  the  British  Dental  Association  was 
held  in  Glasgow  and  permission  was  given  by  the  Committee  for 
the  Dental  Officers  to  attend  from  4th  - 7th  July  inclusive.  Two 
officers  were  retained  on  duty  to  maintain  essential  services  and 
the  eleven  who  attended  have  since  expressed  their  appreciation 
for  this  privilege  granted  to  them.  The  lectures  and  demonstrations 
were  many  and  varied  and  no  member  of  the  staff  could  fail  to 
derive  considerable  benefit  from  them. 

Since  the  inauguration  of  the  monthly  visits  to  the  21  major 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  clinics  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out 
dental  inspection  of  Mothers  and  Pre-school  children  there  has 
been  a steady  increase  in  the  amount  of  time  required  for  the  con- 
sequent treatment  of  these  patients.  The  details  of  treatment 
completed  will  not  be  available  until  the  County  Medical  Officer 
publishes  his  Annual  Report  for  1955,  but  so  far  there  is  every 
indication  that  we  can  expect  an  increase  in  all  items  of  work  and 
especially  in  the  supply  of  dentures  where  I anticipate  the  number 
will  be  about  50  per  cent  more  than  last  year’s  total  of  425. 

During  the  year  21,670  school  children  received  dental  inspection 
making  an  average  over  the  last  three  years  of  approximately 
32,000  per  annum  or,  in  other  words,  a child  attending  school  in 
Lanarkshire  receives  dental  inspection  once  every  three  years. 
The  percentage  of  children  requiring  treatment  has  increased  from 
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81  -8  to  83-7  being  yet  another  step  in  the  upward  trend  since  1948 
when  the  corresponding  figure  was  68-1  per  cent.  While  the  routine 
treatment  figures  show  a slight  decrease  from  the  previous  year, 
this  is  more  than  offset  by  the  increased  volume  of  treatment  pro- 
vided under  our  Orthodontic  Scheme,  the  supply  of  dentures  to 
school  children  and  for  our  M.  & C.  W.  patients. 

The  Orthodontic  Service  has  increased  considerably.  Treatment 
was  commenced  for  156  children  and  during  the  year  a total  of  300 
were  under  treatment.  83  children  had  their  treatment  completed 
leaving  a balance  of  217  to  be  carried  forward  to  the  next  session. 
This  involved  the  making  and  fitting  of  158  orthodontic  appliances. 
In  addition  90  dentures  were  supplied  to  89  children  and  25  den- 
tures or  appliances  were  repaired.  For  orthodontic  or  other  reasons 
95  children  were  sent  to  our  clinic  at  Motherwell  for  dental  X-ray 
examination  and  198  films  were  used.  5 Gold  Inlays,  1 Jacket 
Crown  and  1 Post  Crown  were  also  fitted.  All  this  special  treat- 
ment involved  2,070  attendances  at  the  clinics.

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9.  ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  AND 
PERSONAL  HYGIENE. 

A.  Physical  Education. 

Dr.  James  Kerr,  an  early  worker  in  the  School  Health  field, 
said  : — 

“ Education  has  a much  wider  meaning  than  the  mere  acquiring 
of  a given  amount  of  information.  The  bodily  and  mental  factors 
are  closely  interdependent  and  the  harmonious  working  of  the 
two  can  be  secured  by  training  which  is  devoted  to  the  muscular 
system  and  the  special  senses,  as  well  as  to  the  intellectual  powers.” 

Physical  training  organisers  and  teachers  are  the  spearhead  for 
developing  the  physical  powers  of  the  child  and  performance  at 
County  Sports  meetings  indicate  that  their  efforts  are  meeting 
with  very  considerable  success. 

B.  Swimming  Baths. 

Lanarkshire,  I think,  can  hold  its  own  in  this  section  of  physical 
recreation  and,  as  in  previous  years,  suitable  arrangements  exist 
with  the  Burgh  Authorities  for  instructing  pupils,  both  beginners 
and  those  more  advanced,  in  the  art  of  swimming. 

C.  Playing  Fields. 

Playing  fields  exist  in  most  of  the  County  Schools.  Many  of  them 
are  excellently  laid  out  and  all  are  well  used  with  results  as  shown 
in  County  and  Area  Sports. 

D.  Holiday  Camps  and  Camp  Schools. 

These  camps  are  now  an  annual  event  and  have  been  fully 
described  in  earlier  reports. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  these  summer  holiday  ventures  build  up 
the  health  of  many  children  who  live  in  urban  areas.

2,786  medical  examinations  for  admission  to  the  Camps  were 
carried  out. 

E.  Instruction  in  Personal  Hygiene. 

Many  children  acquire  their  first  impressions  of  the  importance 
of  health  and  fitness  from  the  presence  of  doctor  and  nurse  in 
school.  Advantage  is  taken  of  this  early  interest  to  inspire,  by 
suitable  advice,  children  and  parents  to  achieve  an  ever  greater 
degree  of  positive  health. 

10.  OTHER  ACTIVITIES  IN  RELATION  TO  THE  HEALTH 
OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

“ Milk  in  Schools  ” Scheme. 

This  is  a most  valuable  addition  to  the  diet  of  school  children. 
All  milk  is  pasteurised  and  Grade  “A”  T.T.

MINIATURE  MASS  RADIOGRAPHY. 

As  in  previous  years  the  Area  Tuberculosis  Service  has  examined, 
by  radiography,  a large  number  of  children  of  the  age  of  12  - 13 
years. 

A few  cases  of  significant  disease  were  discovered  and  the  parent’s 
consent  was  obtained  to  notify  the  family  doctor  and  procure 
suitable  treatment. 

Patients  requiring  dispensary  observation  and  treatment  were 
referred  to  their  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

B.C.G.  VACCINATION. 

During  November  a pilot  experiment  in  the  Bellshill  Area  was 
carried  out  by  the  School  Medical  Staff.  In  accordance  with 
guidance  from  the  Department  of  Health,  adolescents  approaching 
the  age  of  14  were  selected.

INTENSIVE  COURSES  IN  FIRST  AID  AND  HOME 

NURSING. 

Only  a few  schools  took  up  this  study  but  good  results  were 
obtained  with  those  who  tried. 


CHILD  GUIDANCE  SERVICE. 

The  main  functions  now  performed  by  the  Child  Guidance 
Service  may  be  summarised  as  follows  : — 

(1)  The  investigation  of  Educationally  retarded  children  referred 
mostly  by  the  schools,  the  School  Health  Service,  and  other 
agencies  including,  occasionally,  private  persons,  e.g.,  parents 
themselves. 

Such  educational  backwardness  may  be  due  to  frequent  absence 
for  trivial  reasons,  for  major  illness,  for  frequent  minor  illnesses, 
frequent  changes  of  school  or  for  truancy  and  the  like.  Often  it  is 
due  to  mental  handicap  of  varying  degrees.  If  the  degree  is  such 
that  the  child  is  precluded  from  making  satisfactory  progress  in 
the  ordinary  school,  recommendation  for  transfer  to  a special 
school  is  made  to  the  Director  and  the  Senior  School  Medical 
Officer.  The  Education  Authority  has  a duty  to  ascertain  all  the 
handicapped  school  pupils  in  its  area,  and  is  dependent  on  the 
vigilance  of  headmasters  and  teachers  to  bring  many  of  them  to 
its  notice. 

For  the  purpose  of  child  guidance,  “ investigation  ” means  the 
testing  of  intelligence,  the  assessment  of  scholastic  achievement, 
sometimes  a parent-interview  either  at  home  or  in  the  school,  and  a 
talk  with  the  child’s  teacher.  A written  summary  of  the  findings 
for  the  private  information  of  the  headmaster  and  the  teacher 
usually  follows  later.  Very  occasionally,  a headmaster  may  desire 
a whole  class  to  be  educationally  assessed,  if  the  pupils  in  it  have 
come  from  extremely  assorted  sources  and  the  general  level  of 
attainment  seems  abnormally  low.  The  class-placing  of  individual 
pupils  is  often  sought,  and  vocational  guidance  for  adolescents  is 
sometimes  requested. 

(2)  The  investigation  ( treatment  where  necessary  and  possible ) of 
cases  of  behaviour  difficulty. — Where  these  are  uncomplicated, 
many  can  be  dealt  with  at  the  advisory  level,  i.e.,  one  full  interview 
with  child  and  parent  separately  and  together.  The  situation  is 
thereafter  kept  under  observation  through  the  school,  or  the  home, 
or  both,  and  sometimes  even  by  post.  Regular  treatment  inter- 
views, on  the  other  hand,  are  usually  at  weekly  intervals,  each 
session  lasting  about  half-an-hour.  These  are  continued  for  an 
unspecified  period  depending  on  the  nature  of  the  problem,  and  at 
a place  not  too  far  from  the  child’s  school,  if  possible,  so  that  his 
classwork  is  not  interfered  with  to  any  harmful  degree.  Certain 
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types  of  cases  suffering  from  emotional  disturbance,  sleep  disturb- 
ance, enuresis ; certain  kinds  of  truants,  pilferers,  wanderers ; 
certain  children  whose  behaviour  arises  from  something  more  than 
errors  in  ordinary  training — some  of  these  are  most  likely  to  need 
regular  interviews,  as  sometimes  do  their  parents  also  (i.e.,  parent- 
guidance  interviews).  Only  a certain  proportion  of  each  psychol- 
ogist’s week  can  be  devoted  to  this  side  of  the  work  and  there  is 
always,  unfortunately,  a waiting  list  in  each  of  the  areas  served. 
As  indicated  in  previous  reports,  small  sub-clinic  premises  are 
needed  in  certain  areas,  and  efforts  are  always  being  made  to 
obtain  these. 

(3)  Provision  of  a Speech  Therapy  Service. — Speech  disorder  is  a 
readily  observable  feature  of  any  child  but  cannot  always  be 
regarded  in  isolation  from  his  other  features.  For  example,  if 
serious  mental  handicap  is  present,  the  degree  to  which  he  can 
profit  from  speech  therapy  is  exceedingly  limited,  or  may  not  indeed 
exist  at  all.  Again,  where  very  young  children  are  concerned,  the 
slow  appearance  or  total  absence  of  speech  may  well  be  merely  one 
aspect  of  generally  late  development  so  that  therapy  (the  function 
of  which  is  to  treat  disordered  speech)  is  ineffective.  Consequently, 
apart  from  the  fact  that  the  service  is  primarily  for  school  children, 
only  a limited  number  of  the  considerable  group  of  pre-school 
speech  disordered  children  referred  to  us  can  be  taken  on.  The 
present  general  speech  waiting  list  of  158  is  partly  affected  by  the 
scarcity  of  trained  therapists.  There  are  three  unfilled  vacancies 
on  the  staff,  and  only  the  possibility  of  some  part-time  help  in 
view  at  the  moment. 

(4)  Joint  examination  of  special  cases  with  School  Medical 
Officer. — This  mainly  concerns  children  whose  dual  handicap 
requires  assessment  as  to  the  type  of  education  suitable.  Special 
schools  or  occupational  centres  may  be  involved.  Certain  types  of 
spastic  and  epileptic  children,  mongols,  certain  deaf  and  semi-deaf 
children,  most  imbecile  and  certain  maladjusted  children — these 
are  among  the  more  common  in  this  group.  The  procedure, 
involving  a joint  home-visit  by  the  doctor  and  the  psychologist, 
has  been  found  administratively  convenient  and,  from  many 
other  aspects  also,  of  considerable  value. 

(5)  Remand  Home  detainees. — In  connection  with  the  Children 
and  Young  Persons  (Scotland)  Act,  (Sections  43  and  76),  Form 
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Part  C of  the  record  of  information,  completed  by  the  School 
Medical  Officer  who  examines  the  detainees,  requires  a mental 
assessment  in  terms  of  I.Q.  Unless  the  period  of  stay  is  too  short, 
e.g.,  one  night  only,  each  detainee  who  is  resident  in  Lanarkshire 
(sometimes  certain  other  detainees  also)  has  this  assessment  made. 
Fuller  reports  are  given  on  request  by  the  Director  to  be  used  along 
with  medical,  educational  and  other  information  required  by  the 
Courts  from  time  to  time,  or  for  other  purposes. 

(6)  Requests  for  special  examination  of  individual  children.  These 
are'  made  by  the  Director  in  connection  with  the  requirements  of 
such  bodies  as  the  Sub-Committees  on  Attendance,  the  Promotion 
Board,  Probation  Department,  Children’s  Officers,  Youth  Employ- 
ment Service,  etc.  ; and  by  the  School  Health  Service  for  general 
practitioners,  specialists  and  hospital  almoners. 

(7)  Talks  on  aspects  of  child  guidance  work  and  speech  therapy. — 
These  are  given,  on  request,  to  types  of  parent-groups  such  as 
Woman’s  Guilds,  Mothers’  Clubs,  Men’s  Clubs,  and  Parent-Teacher 
Associations.

The  number  of  seriously  mentally  retarded  children  referred  to 
the  Service  remains  about  the  same  as  in  previous  sessions,  and  of 
the  251  children  in  the  “ Under  70  ” group  in  the  upper  table,  96 
were  the  subject  of  joint  home-visitation  with  the  School  Medical 
Officer,  most  of  these  being  on  account  of  grave  mental  handicap, 
allied  in  some  instances  with  physical  handicap.

“ under  average  ” categories.
